FOR A STRONG EUROPE 


SENATOR BOB ON THE JOB 


The performance of Congress in recent weeks 
ought to disturb all Americans. Both Republi- 
cans and Democrats, in both the House and 
the Senate, have indulged in a series of wild 
assaults on the mobilization program which 
should give them shame and pause. The restric- 
ntly voted—some finally, some ten- 
tatively—on price rollbacks and credit con- 
trols are mistaken in themselves. In addition 
they constitute a disgraceful surrender to the 
pressure of lobbyists and a dangerous invasion 
of administrative fields. 

All this being so, it is pleasant to turn from 
the shockingly bad performance of the 82nd 
Congress to a happier note in the Capitol news. 
Senator Robert A. Taft, the astute Ohioan, 
has accomplished one of the watchdog jobs for 
. A couple of weeks 
Senator Taft was alerted to a maneuver which 
had just been pulled by Senator McFarland, 
the Democratic leader, with the assistance of 17 
other Democrats and five Republicans, Onto 
a minor tax Dill, innocuous in itself, they had 
tacked one of those obscure amendments whi 
nobody would bother to look at too closely 

The effect of the amendment was to increase 
federal contributions to social security by $256 
million a year—more than the Senate had saved 
up to then with a lot of picayune budget cuts. 
The increases in themselves may have been 
defensible, but as the amendment was draw 
it required no corresponding incre: 
states’ share of so urity costs and might 
have opened the way to a really big raid on the 
federal treasury. Once alerted, Senator Taft 
persuaded the Senate to recons 
Senate Finance Committee, which the amend- 
ment’s sponsors had by-passed, cut down the 
increases, and the Senate as a whole now has a 
chance to give the proposal the study it should 
have had in the first place. 

Bob Taft has made his share of mistakes. 
But when he is at his best, he is the best in the 
USS. Senate. 
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With his sure instinct for saying the right 
thing at the right time, General Eisenhower 
gave European union a big boost in a Fourth 
of July speech in London last week. The gist of 
what he said will be found in an article about 
him and Western Europe beginning on page 
108 of this issue. Here we note only one of his 
points—his assertion that through effective 
political and economic union the Western 
Europeans can achieve “early independence 
of aid from America.” 

General Eisenhower is far from being the 
first American to say as much. Paul Hofman 
during his time with ECA constantly urged 
the Western Europeans toward economic in- 
tegration. Various U.S. congressmen have 
tried again and again to make concrete steps 
toward union an outright condition of Mar- 
shall aid. More rec ently ECA Ambassador 
Milton Katz has given effective expression 

to the American feeling that Europeans could

Yet the 
illusion persists that the U.S, somehow wants 
to “dominate” Western Europe. The Com- 
munists continue to make hay with this idea, 
and all too many Western Europeans are still 
falling for it. Upon reflection they may real- 
ize that if the re S. wanted to make stooges 
of the Western Europeans and their respec- 
tive governments, U. e spokesmen would not 
be urging and begging them to make them- 
selves strong through union. Instead Gen- 
eral Eisenhower and Ambassador Katz would 
be doing everything within their power to 
keep things as they are. 

So the American attitude is perfectly clear: 
Americans want Western Europe now and 
all of Europe eventually to be strong, inde- 

endent, free. And they think union would 

¢ the biggest possible step toward the ful- 
fillment of this great hope. President Tru- 
man and Secretary of State Acheson ought 
to be saying all this as plainly as General Ei- 
senhower says it. We can then expect articu- 
late Europeans who are not Communists to 
be equally accurate and forthright when they 
undertake to explain U.S. hopes and purposes 
to the people of Europe. 


FOR A FREE EUROPE 


General Eisenhower probably has never seen 
it, but if he had he would be h i 


natural 
place in the great movement of free peoples 
towards better relationship and closer un- 
ion. They are desirous of establishing among 
themselve strong ties of a federal character 
and of joining in the formation of a United 
Europe.” 

These words are quoted from a remark- 
able “Declaration of Liberation” which was 
signed at Independence Hall in Philadelphia 
last Feb. 11 by some 200. es from 10 coun- 
tries of Soviet Europe—“ten ancient na- 
tions,” said one of the signers, Monsignor 
Bela Varga of Hungary, “ten nations now 
shackled in Soviet slavery.” The National 
Committee for a Free Europe printed and 
distributed the Declaration in June, and to- 
the committee's Radio Free Europe is 
ng the message of the signers to their 
countrymen in Albania, Bulgaria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Estonia, Hunga tvia, Lithu- 
ania, Poland, Romania and Yugoslavia. 

The Declaration is framed in the language 
of Western freedom. Itrings with echoes from 
the Declaration of Independence and from 
the U.S. Constitution, and it refutes the as- 
sumption of all too many Americans that 
their principles of freedom somehow cannot 
he “exported” to others. To the signers of 
this Declaration “freedom” means what it 
means to Americans. For example, the sign- 
ers hold that any effort to deliver Soviet Eu- 
rope from Communism “must aim at the lib- 
eration of Man as well as nations”; it must 
restore his “natural rights.” Among the spe- 
cific freedoms to be restored and protected 
after liberation they list “the right of habeas 


corpus, as well as freedom of religion, free- 
dom of research and artistic creation, free- 
dom of opinion and of information, freedom 
of assembly. .. .”” There is a familiar nobil- 
ity in the Declaration’s statements of broad 
principle: 

“All men and all nations are endowed by 
their Creator with an inalienable right to lib- 
erty.” 

“A just peace in our time” must be found. 
ed upon “the principles of law and liberty. 

“Fhe peoples of Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope are firmly resolved, upon their libera- 
tion, to join the community of free nations 
and to establish government of the people 
by the people and for the people. 

There is also a reproach, a pointed remind- 
er to all the nations of the West that their 
official policy as it stands today does not fully 
reflect and apply the principles of freedom. 

“The Great Powers cannot achieve their pur- 
pose of safeguarding Western Europe,” says 
the Declaration, “ iF they base their endeav- 
ors upon a recognition, even implied, of the 

resent enslavement of Central and Eastern 

Europe.” 

But the dominant note of the Declaration 
is positive and hopeful. It is well expressed in 
an accompanying statement by Monsignor 
Varga, a cleric-statesman who was speaker 
of the Hungarian Parliament when he fled in 
1947. Speaking to Americans, he said, ... 
The peoples of our ten countries are just as 
determined as you are that there will come a 
time—and may God grant it will be soon!— 
when noTron Curtain will block the free union 
of all men, a union founded on the principles 
that are the fabric of American democracy, 
a union on a worldwide scale that will be en- 
during.”

Except for the threat of rain, Bangkok w 
a festive mood on the afternoon of Jun 
was the day U.S. Chargé d’Affaires William 
Turner was handing over to Thailand the $600,- 
000 dredge Manhattan that would be used to 
deepen the capital city’s harbor.

MILITARY MANPOWER. We have achieved a fighting force of 3.5 
million men (it was 1.4 million a year ago). The 3.5 million menare being 
formed into 24 Army divisions, a 1,100-ship Navy, a 95-wing Air Force.

CIVILIAN MANPOWER. Even with defense production below peak, 
the labor market is already tightening. Defense work will need two 
million more persons this year, another 2.5 million next. Many will 
transfer automatically from civilian to war work, and the normal 
growth of the labor force will furnish around one million annually. But 
another one to 1.5 million workers will eventually have to be recruited 
from the ranks of women, retired and handicapped persons. 


MILITARY PRODUCTION. Although $32 billion worth of orders 
have been placed, it is still largely in the tooling stage. Machine tools 
are in short supply, aircraft and tank programs are lagging. 


PLANT CAPACITY. After World War II the government retained, 
in whole or part, 440 war-built plants as a reserve industrial capacity. 
Now 278 of these have been reactivated, These include 17 for the pro- 
duction of such scarce metals as aluminum, magnesium and copper. 


ATOMIC WEAPONS. Improved A-bombs are being produced on an 
industrial basis. Development of atomic warheads for artillery shells 
and guided missiles, and of atomic-powered submarines, is proceeding, 


TRANSPORT PLANES. We now have developed the C-124, with a 
range of more than 4,000 miles, capacity of 222 paratroopers. Under 
way is the XC-99, with a range of 8,100 miles, capacity of 400 troops. 


COMBAT PLANES. The first all-weather jet fighter (F-94) is already 
in action in Korea, but the all-jet XB-52, the bomber which is to re- 
place the B-36, is still two years away from quantity production. 


STEEL. Our annual rate of ingot production now is 108 million tons; 
hy mid-1953 we expect to have raised it to 118 million tons. But to 
achieve that rate we must greatly expand our outmoded coke manu- 
facture facilities, and must find millions of tons of scrap and pig iron. 


ALLOYING METALS. Alloys vital to steelmaking are in short sup- 
ply, notably cobalt, columbium, molybdenum, nickel, tungsten. Most 
of them are imported and we are trying to find substitutes for them. 


ALUMINUM. We now estimate ‘a need of almost 1.5 million tons a 
year, which is almost twice our capacity a year ago. But this will re- 
quire an additional 1.5 million kilowatts of electric power. 


ELECTRIC POWER. Already short, we have set a new target of 97 
million kilowatts capacity by the end of 1953, which would increase 
existing facilities by 40%. But copper shortage may hinder this. , 


PETROLEUM. We now depend on foreign sources for nearly one mil- 
lion barrels of oil a day, a supply which could suddenly be cut off. We 
are trying to bring in 43,400 new U.S. wells this year. 


RAIL TRANSPORT. We will need 250,000 additional freight cars 
by mid-1953. We are building about 10,000 new cars a month but the 
shortage of steel may reduce this rate of construction. 


SULPHUR. We are expanding facilities but not fast enough; new 
sources will have to be exploited. Similarly, by 1953 the demand for 
nitrogen, used in fertilizers and high explosives, may outstrip supply. 


FARM PRODUCTION. U.S. farmers are well on the way to achiev- 
ing a 4% increase in production over last year. Meat and poultry pro- 
duction is expected to increase, fish production to hold at high level. But 
recent bad weather may cause drop in wheat, oats and barley harvest. 


CONSUMER GOODS. Refrigerators and washers are down 10 to 15% 
below 1950 and auto production is currently dropping to about 65%. 
However, it is clear that in the next 12 to 24 months the U.S. will not 
need the record production which was achieved in the last year. 


CONSTRUCTION. Total volume of construction will decline, de- 
spite considerable defense building because of material shortages and 
restrictions such as those on amusement and luxury home building. The 
number of new houses being started is two thirds that of a year ago.

Three hundred years separate the little boy in rompers at left from the 
thoughtful gentleman in cape and gloves above. Yet each bears the same 
name, a name well known in Holland but even more famous in the wider 
realms of art. The gentleman is Jan Six I; the little boy is Jan Six XI. Be- 
tween them lie eight generations of Sixes, all prosperous burghers of Am- 
sterdam who ran the family business of wool-dyeing, served on the town 
council or delved into archaeology and numismatics. They also have been 
consistent patrons of art, partly to satisfy their taste, partly to indicate 
their well-being and partly to continue a long family tradition. The tra- 
dition was established when the first Jan Six commissioned an artist friend 
to paint his portrait. The artist was Rembrandt van Rijn, once the busi- 
est, most sought-after painter in Holland, but by 1654 almost a pauper, 
iiving in a shabby, cluttered studio where the light fell dimly on his paint- 
spattered easel. In this studio Rembrandt painted the picture above, one 
of the last of his commissions and one of the finest of some 400 portraits he 
produced during his lifetime. Since then, all but one of the succeeding Jan 
Sixes were painted by leading artists of their times. Today their portraits, 
along with 100 other paintings of their relatives, cover the walls of the 
Six home in Amsterdam, constituting a remarkable, pictorial family tree.

of 


Sutton Hoo 


KING’S TOMB IS GREATEST FIND 
IN ARCHAEOLOGY OF ENGLAND 


This summer, after 12 years of exacting labor, 
the British Museum has completed the restora- 
tion of the greatest find in the archaeological 
history of England: the royal possessions of a 
Seventh Century Anglian king. The treasure 
‘was discovered in 1939 under a mound at Sut- 
ton Hoo, anestate in Suffolk. It lay in time-worn 
scraps within the rotted hull of what was once 
an 80-foot wooden ship (below). When these 
glittering fragments were studied, they were 
found to be bits of beautifully wrought gold 
jewelry (see p. 84), parts of princely arms and 
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BURIED SHIP was found half a mile from and 100 feet above the nearest water.

million pounds, was given to the people of Brit- 
ain by Mrs. E, M. Pretty, owner of Sutton Hoo. 

‘The treasure-laden ship was not a grave, for 
it contained no human remains. It was a ceno- 
taph: a commemorative tomb built to honor 
some noble whose bones lay buried elsewhere. 
Who was this noble? The tomb furnishings 
themselves provide an answer. Their very rich- 
ness suggests that he was a king—a suggestion 
borne out by the presence of a great ceremonial

whetstone which, in early times, served as a 
symbol of royal authority. Coins date the cen- 
otaph (and his death) between 650 and 670 A.D. 
A spoon bearing the name of Paul the Apostle 
and other objects decorated with crosses show 
that he probably was a Christian, but the inclu- 
sion of weapons and personal belongings indi- 
cate that his immediate ancestry was pagan. 
The description fits only two men in England’s 
history: Good King Anna, a Christian monarch 
of East Anglia who died in 654, or his brother 
and suecessor Aethelhere, who died a year later.

A reporter who spends some weeks (as I 
have just done) following in Eisenhower's 
footsteps around the European capitals— 
talking with defense ministers, chiefs of staff, 
politicians, intellectuals and businessmen— 
reaches one pleasant conclusion: the heart of 
Europe is beating more strongly than at any 
time since World War II. He mustalso report, 
however, that this heart still frequently flut- 
ters with the irregular pulse ofa convalescent. 

The progress can largely be credited to 
Fisenhower personally—his energy, resolu- 
tion, lucidity and almost boyish enthusiasm. 
No healthier antidote than this could be con- 
cocted for the lethargy, vacillation, confu- 
sion and smug cynicism that have tended to 
poison the mind of West Europe these last 
five years. 

The evidences of Eisenhower’s achieve- 
ment are many. Thereis the fact of the French 
elections themselves: without Ike's discreet 
but firm urging they would probably have 
heen postponed by the temporizing French 
National Assembly until next October. There 
is the $2 billion French defense budget René 
Pleven pushed through early this year when, 
as premier, he responded to Eisenhower's 
quiet call for quick action. There is the six 
billion guilder Dutch defense budget, pushed 
through also this spring.

HEADACHE: STANDARDIZATION 


Europe makes slow progress toward uniformity of arms and training 


One of the most complex problems facing the 
G-As of Eisenho the men who deal 
with supplies, is that of utilizing the available 
old weapons and coordinating the manufac- 
of new ones. To supply 12 armies which 
3 types of machine guns and 90 types of 
guns is a nightmare and one that could 
end in defeat on the battlefield. Refusal to use 
the weapons now available in Europe would re- 
duce NATO's armies to a pitifully weak force 
during the danger period of the next f 

The answer to this problem, of course, 
degree of standardization of arms, but meshing 
a dozen different industrial plants makes this 
neither a quick nor a simple solution. 

Last year each country in NATO submitted 
to the NATO Standing Group a list of mili- 
tary items on which new or continued produc- 
tion was contemplated. Working from these, 
the staff men came up with a master list of 750 
items, running from radios to tanks. This list 
now represents a target for partial standardi- 
zation, but the best guess on how long it might 
take is 20 years. A measure of the problem is the 
difficulty encountered in the attempt to stand- 
ardize British and American screw-thread sizes. 
It took 30 years just to negotiate an agreement 
and now three years later there is only a 50% 
standardization in so seemingly simple a field.

Some NATO planners now estimate that if a 
program were initiated to make Garand rifles 
in Europe, it would be 3}4 years before produc- 
tion would justify tooling-up expense. 

However there are two encouraging aspects 
in an otherwise gloomy situation, First, in the 
production of new weapons, such as guided mis- 
siles, manufacture can be coordinated from the 
start. Second, vast shipments of U.S. war ma- 
terials are reaching Europe. By late this year 
about half of Eisenhower's divisions will be U.S. 
equipped, and to that extent standardized. 

But all arms acceptable to NATO planners 
are not American. From Europe have come 
weapons as good if not better than their U.S. 
counterparts. The French bazooka, scout car, 
self-propelled gun, and the British jet bomber 
shown on this page are examples of European 
ingenuity which, with the guidance of a joint 
standardization agency, can be as important 
to NATO as U.S. mass production. 

In contrast to the necessarily slow progress 
in standardization has been the fast, efficient 
establishment of Army schools in the U.S. Zone 
of Germany to teach Europeans to use U.S. 
weapons. At these schools (right), still few in 
number, an army is being built whose interna- 
tional know-how and international morale can 
give Eisenhower a fighting chance for victory.

Tt is a grave anomaly that Eisenhower and this array of military 
talent have had largely to be preoccupied, these last six months, not 
with problems of strategy or logistics but the elemental matters of 
morale and spirit. 
The weakness of Europe’s spirit has come from more complex 
causes than Communist propaganda or neutralist daydreaming. 
Two widespread attitudes of mind have had to be combated. The 
first has been the plaintive contention that Europe’s standard of 
living is so low that the burden of armaments will force an economic 
collapse and Red revolution right at home. The second paralyzing 
fear—by no means confined to traditional pacifists or timid neu- 
rotics—has been that anoth¢r war can simply not be worth fighting 
when the cost, killing and devastation will be so horrendous. 
With tact, sense and hard facts Eisenhower has fought a slowly 
winning battle against these attitudes. Against the baneful eco- 
nomic argument, American officials have been able to point out West 
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curope’s troubles are often exaggerated: France, Western Germa- 
Belgium and Italy have almost doubled their total industrial 
output since the beginning of the Marshall Plan. The Americans 
have also contended that a big but rational European rearmament 
effort need produce only minor cuts in consumption. Milton Katz, 
the brilliant U.S. lawyer who replaced Averell Harriman as ECA 
head in Europe, puts his views strongly: If West Europe were as 
efficient as the U.S., she would be capable of a productivity of $507 
billion a year. At present her productivity is $170 billion. But if it 
could oily one third of the way toward the goal, free Europe 
could then carry an annual rearmament burden of $40 to $50 billion 
(it is less than $9 billion for the coming fiscal year) and at the same 
time increase living standards. These arguments have slowly had a 
healthy effect. Besides, I have yet to hear a European politician 
bluntly say, “We must not let our prosperity interfere with our 
rearmamen’ 

Tougher still for Eisenhower to fight has been the naked, hope- 
less, war-is-futile rit. Even dedicated, anti-Soviet Catholic cir- 
cles have been affected by this temper. In Rome, for example, there 
is a group of Jesuits which studies, for the Pope's guidance, the 
application of doctrine to world events. A strong minority of this 
group contends that there can no longer be such a thing as a just 
war, so terrible are the means by which it would be fought; and even 

orious war against Communist aggression would simply ere- 
te the very conditions of misery so easily exploited by Commu- 

m. So widespread is this antiwar anxiety that a negotiated peace 
in Korea today—while it would undoubtedly soothe Europeans’ 
jangled nerves—would almost surely have the effect of lulling many 
people deeper than ever into their false dream of peace-by-wishing. 

Against this stand Eisenhower has had to make clear that his 
purpose is primarily to prevent war, only secondarily to win it. This 
he has pointed out time and again. Only a few days ago he was reiter- 
ating to Frenchmen, “Today the West is united to defend freedom 
—hbefore it is lost. Never again must there be a campaign of libera-

tion fought on these shores. The integrity of all Western Europe 
must be defended against predatory force. In this endeavor we seck 
only peace. But we know—out of tragic experience—that peace 
can never be the portion of the divided, the fearful, or of those who 
would stand aside, in the vain hope that the hordes of tyranny might 
overlook them.” 

Only last week Ike was able to deliver one of his strongest thrusts 
in this fight to strengthen West Europe’s will. Addressing the Eng- 

peaking Union in London, he said, ‘We earnestly hope that 
the call for a truce in Korea marks a change in [Russia’s] attitude. 
. «. [Our] stand in Korea should serve notice in this area, as well as 
in the Far East, that we will resist naked aggression with all the 
force at our command.” By shrewdly combining a little hope with 
alot of guts, he offered Western Europeans something more to arm 
for. But, he added, they must unite in a European federation if they 
want to achieve maximum strength. “Progress,” he said, “is hob- 
bled by a web of customs barriers interlaced with bilateral agree- 
ments, multilateral cartels, local shortages and economic monstros- 
ities. How tragic! . . . This is not to say that, as a commander, I 
have found anything but ready cooperation among the govern- 
ments of Western Europe. Time and again I have saluted from my 
heart the spirit of their armed services . . . from the mountains of 
Italy to the fjords of Norway, from Normandy to the Curtain.” If 
this cooperation could be forged into real federation, Ike declared, 
it “would be the greatest possible boon to the functioning and ob- 
jectives of the Atlantic Pact.” And if, he concluded, “we march 
together, endure together, share together . . . we shall gloriously 
succeed together,” 

These telling truths, time and again restated, have now tough- 
ened European morale sufficiently to allow at least a start to be 
made on the strictly military problems. 

To date, the start signifies something less than sensational. The 
remote ideal of an army able to beat back a full-scale Russian inva- 
sion—an army of some 100 crack divisions supported by some 8,000 
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aircraft—remains remote. The more temperate ideal—an army by 
1953 consisting of 50 to 60 divisions, with superior firepower, backed 
up by some 6,000 aircraft—is not, in truth, very much nearer reality 
than it was six months ago. 

Specifically, the first key military problem is that of ttaining. 
Manpower itself is not a serious issue: France and Italy alone call 
nearly three quarters of a million men to the colors every year. But 
the training of a soldier with modern arms steadily grows more 
complicated, and there is an acute shortage of qualified instructors. 
Today, for example, some French conscripts serving in Germany 
are being trained by sergeants who themselves have had only some 
four months of service. 

The second critical military problem is summed up in a graceless 
word, infrastructure, now incorporated into the international jar- 
gon of SHAPE, Infrastructure signifies all the housekeeping mat- 
ters entailed in maintaining armies in being. Delay in infrastructure 
has been evident in all the Allied countries, partly because of di 
agreements over division of costs, but in France particularly the 
laxness has bordered on disgrace. About 100 air bases have to be 
built in West Europe, the bulk of them in France, and work has 
hardly begun. France, being a country of small properties, the 
building of an air base with a two-mile runway can entail buying 
or requisitioning property from as many as 100 landowners. Ad- 
mittedly that was a ticklish job for a weak government on the 
verge of national elections, but the consensus at SHAPE is that 
France has donc less than the expectable minimum. At one time U 
Air Force reinforcements, now on their way to France, were going 
to be routed to Britain, because no French housing was available 
to them. As it is, they will go to France—and will live under canvas. 
Before the weather gets cold and wet, housing will have to be pro- 
vided or there will be an angry barrage of attacks from the floor 
of the U.S. Congre: 

Despite these grievous aggravations, Eisenhower, when he sur- 
veys,his command country by country, does find some sober re 
sons for cautious satisfaction. 


The Italian spirit 
I! begin with, Ike is happy about the Italians. The defense of 
tw 


Italy is viewed by SHAPE as of crit importance—especially 
he north-east frontier against which Soviet divisions c could spring 
from the Hungarian plains—and a loss of Italy would plainly jeop- 
ardize the whole Mediterranean area and North Africa, 

What Ike likes about the Italians is their spirit. They have seemed 
to throw themselves into the business of defending themselves with 
almost childlike enthusiasm. National morale generally seems 
hardier than in France: citizens, soldiers and officers seem free of 
the anguish that afflicts the French when they recall their rout in 
1940. Nor was there in Italy—as there was in France—so fierce a 
conflict between resisters and collaborators. There was no Italian 
De Gaulle and really no Italian Pétain. 

Partly as a result of these healthy factors, De G: Gasperi has been 
able to push through a quite substantial defense plan. By the end 
of this year, Italy promises to have in the field six infantry divi- 
ions, two Alpine brigades and one armored brigade. By the end 
of 1952 she plans to give SHAPE a total of nine infantry divisions, 
three Alpine brigades and two armored brigades. 

It is true that the Italian Peace Treaty—holding Italy to a 
army—is a ridiculous anomaly. There is rank absurd- 
ity in the U.S.’s urging Italy to make the greatest possible military 
effort while at the same time theoretically restricting her by a treaty 
gned with the nation against whom we are arming. But it is one 
more sign of healthy sanity in Italy that, while the government 
does protest and resent the treaty restrictions, the people view 
the treaty as a silly and rather inc onsequential joke. They are for- 
bidden to have any reservist program—but officers are quietly 
recalled for refresher courses. They are forbidden to produce arms 
for other nations—but are preparing to find a way to do so. Already 
over the manpower limits in all three services, they are hoping to 
replace their 200 fighter aircraft with jets by the end of this year. 
Tasked a staff officer what he would do with the old ones. “I su 
pose you will burn them?” He grinned broadly and answered, ° 
may give them to the Knights of Malta.” The Knights of Maita— 
a kind of aristocratic Italian Rotary Club having sovereign, diplo- 
matic rights in Italy—has built up in recent months an air force of 
more than 100 transport planes, bombers and seaplanes, flown by 
personnel provided by the Italian air force and wearing ambulance 
corps arm bands. 

On his opposite flank from the Italians, Ike may find less humor 
but even more solid comfort from the British. They are, to him, 
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ARMED GERMANS march again in the Western sectors of Berlin. These 
policemen were directed by a Four-Power agreement to carry only truncheons 
and pistols, but the Russians in East Germany have long ignored the directive. 
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his old reliables. Their three-year defense budget of $13 billion is a 
considerably larger contribution, in proportion to resources, than 
that of any continental nation. And w! the British commitment 
to SHAPE by the end of 1951—something more than four divi- 
i is not large, it is substantial enough in the light of Britain’s 
-wide commitments. Defense Minister Shinwell has mean- 
while acquired a toughness of tone vaguely echoing Churchill— 
and he is assuring Eisenhower that, if necessary, 500,000 citizens 
will be shifted from nonessential to defense industries. 

The British picture, however, is not without blemish. Neither 
Americans nor continental Europeans can find much satisfaction, 
for example, in a recent survey of British audience reactions to a 
series of Ministry of Defense 0% of the listeners 
declared that the full possibilities of diplomatic talk with the Rus- 
8 had not been exhausted. And the venerable and enervating 
British relucta to risk too much on the Continent still stub- 
bornly persists. An eminent British cabinet minister told me of his 
continental colleagues: “Of course, I don’t believe a word they say. 
Can’t count on them, you know.” This line of talk is poorly calcu- 
lated to encourage them to count on Britain. 

In Scandinavia, Eisenhower's galvanizing influence has scored 
a notable success. Norway has no real military tradition, and Den- 
mark has been neutral for 90 years. Both nations feel nakedly ex- 
posed, and both have had to fight the temptation to join powerful 
Sweden in a neutral Scandinavian bloc. Yet now Norway’s defense 
budget has been increased five times since she joined NATO, and 
it will be doubled again within two years. After a slower start the 
Danes are now heartfully committed to the West—and to Eisen- 
hower. No clearer proof of the last is needed than the shrill anger 
of the Danish Communist paper reporting after Ike’s last visit to 
Copenhagen that “not only have we become an American colony, 
but Danish journalists seem to be delighted by that fact and genu- 
flect when Eisenhower deigns to descend from his plane on our soil.” 


Bottleneck for Red subs 


OTH Norway and Denmark are at once a responsibility and 

an asset in Eisenhower's planning. Between them they may 
be able to mobilize up to half a million trained men by the end of 
next year. Their contribution to the defense of Europe could only 
be small. Yet their own defense is of considerable strategic value. 
For one thing both southern Norway and the Jutland peninsula 
are natural locations for air bases from which the right flank of an 
attacking Soviet army could be punished. In the second place there 
is a serious matter of naval strategy. Some 100 submarines, or 
about one third of the total Soviet submarine force, are in the Bal- 
tic. It is easy to imagine what havoc 100 hostile submarines could 
wreak with Western communications across the North Sea. It 
would be the task of the Norwegian and Danish navies to bottle 
up the Red subs with help from elements of the British Home Fleet 
based in Scapa Flow. 
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Meanwhile both Holland and Belgium have recently been spurred 
to greater efforts. By next summer Belgium has promised SHAPE 
one full armored and one full infantry division, one infantry 
division at three-quarter strength, and two reserve infantry divi- 
sions immediately mobilizable. This is not a bad performance for 
a nation with a population of less than nine million. Indeed Brus- 
sels officials already are saying that they have got ahead of other 
countries (meaning Holland), and that if other nations (meaning 
Holland) don’t catch up, they are likely to have a government 
crisis provoked by Belgians angered by having to do more than 
their fair share. This rather sharp vying of one European nation 
with another can at times produce good results—as Eisenhower 
has discovered. 

The most sorrowful discovery of Ike has been this: he faces most 
trouble where he can least afford it—the heart of his command, 
formed by France and West Germany. 

Eisenhower and his staff know perfectly well that, however tough 

the diplomatic problems that are posed, simple arithmetic proves 
the necessity of German participation in any force capable of de- 
fending West Europe. Nor does a forward strategy, based on de- 
fense at the Elbe, make conceivable sense without the enlistment 
of West Germany itself. 
y a lot of the spurious issues that have clouded the discus- 
sion of German rearmament have been removed. It is no longer true 
that Germans must be rearmed at the expense of the rest of Western 
Europe: there soon will be equipment for everybody. It is no longer 
even plausible to argue against “provoking” Russia by such a re- 
armament when the Soviets have been busy for a year training their 
East German armies. And it is demonstrably irrational to argue at 
one and the same time—as some have done—that West Germany 
cannot be rearmed because 1) it doesn’t want to be rearmed and 
2) it is lusting for a war to recover East Germany. With the bulk of 
the Allied armies in Germany itself, the proper use and control of 
German forces should be no great strain on the ingenuity of West- 
ern generals. 


The French question mark 


JUT tough problems remain to be met. For one thing, a West 
that has been diligently demilitarizing Germany for six years 
not, psychologically, in the strongest position to issue a rousing 
call to arms to German youth. In the second place, toughly nation: 
alist leaders like Socialist Kurt Schumacher view their country’s 
rearmament less as a role in a common cause than as a chance for 
Germans to elbow their way to the bargain counter of international 
favors. In the third place, only a strong France can, with equanimity 
welcome a strong Germany into the Western alliance—and Frai 
is still a long way from strength, 

These are danger signs on the way, but they are not insurmount- 
able obstacles. The necessary starting point, however, must be the 
acceptance of West Germany as an equal ally in the military coali- 
tion. To try to treat the nation as an unreliable mercenary—to talk 
of limiting Germans to regimental combat teams and excluding 
their senior officers from the Inter-Allied staff—is patent nonsense. 
A people who constitute the forward wall against any Russian ad- 
vance are not going to acquiesce in any such treatment. Today 
privately drawn paper plans for German rearmament are finished. 

‘ome four to six months would be needed to get military legislation 
through the Bonn parliament, to be followed by more than a year 
of training. At the end of that time West Germany could probably 
field 12 armored divisions of 11,000 combat troops each. 

But—and Eisenhower knows this full well—both the speed and 
the enthusiasm of German rearmament will depend heavily on the 
strength of France. A weak France will drag Germany down with 
it—by its own nagging fears of superior German armament, and 
by German reluctance to stand as a shield before a vacuum. And so 
the wheel of European defense turns full circle to point again to the 
critical question mark: France. 

There have been flickering signs of progress since Eisenhower's 
arrival—notably under PI leven's premiership—but the hesitant 
coalition French governments, under a crossfire from political right 
and political left, have shied from incisive statements and convine- 
ing action. It is a shock to realize that, before the last French elec- 
tions, the government refused to announce either the giving of bases 
to American forces in France or the dispatch of U.S. reinforcements 
to France. These evidences of American commitment to Europe's 
defense—so long and so loudly implored in the speeches of French 
politicians—were actually deemed politically “dangerous” by timid 
‘Third Force leaders. 

Such facts spurred Eisenhower's anxi 


ty for the earliest possible

elections to clear France’s political air. The elec- 
tions have now been held. Of the total of 627 seats 
in the National Assembly, the Third Force parties 
captured 283; the Communists took only 103 (a 
loss of 78, though they remained in popular vote 
the largest single party in France); the De Gaul- 
lists, for the first time campaigning as a full-fledged 
independent party, won 118; and other rightist 
parties won 121. 

Insofar as they affect France’s defense effort, 
these election results cannot be called better than 
mixed. One healthy result has been the Commu- 
nists’ loss in the National Assembly. Another 
healthy result may be that the relatively strong 
showing by the Third Force may encourage men 
like René Pleven and Jules Moch—who have been 
ahead of their own followings in defense matters 
—to give Eisenhower still more of the active co- 
operation he wants. But the relatively poor show- 
ing of the De Gaullists is not an encouraging sign, 
for they were the one party to declare unequivo- 
cally that France should and could make a greater 
military effort. Finally, there is little to indicate 
that the revolving door through which French 
cabinets seem habitually to spin in and out of pow- 
er will be turning any more slowly in the future: 
the distribution of party strength, in the Assem- 
bly allows only a precarious margin for any gov- 
ernment to work on, 

The best that can be said of this picture is that 
it contains elements of hope—but one of the best 
things that can be said of Eisenhower is that he 
doesn’t ask for much more to work with. His work 
now is going to consist of encouraging the French 
to get down to the brass tacks of defense. And the 
French themselves know that this means: 1) speed- 
ing up the infrastructure program, especially with 
regard to air bases; 2) intensification of the train- 
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ing program, extending military service from 18 to 
24 months; 3) collecting the trained cadres around 
which the new divisions can grow, either by mo- 
bilizing reservist officers for extended retraining 
or by replacing regular army personnel in Indo- 
China with conscripts; and 4) winning the French 
leaders to agreement on inclusion of German forces 
on _a rational basis. 

The fight for these objectives—like the strug- 
gle in every European nation to build will and 
translate it into force—is going to be constantly 
tedious and frequently tortuous. The truth is, of 
course, that no alien leadership can endow West- 
ern Europe with the continuing inner strength and 
fortitude that are the only real guarantors of secu- 
rity. Such security demands leadership of Europe 
from within Europe, not from across the Atlantic. 
Today neither France nor Britain seems capable 
of providing it, and this lack sharpens the peril of 
the next two or three years. 

But, if only for these two or three years, the 
most solid reason for hope of success is simply Ei- 
senhower’s individual greatness. Ike’s ability to 
work with men of many nations is matched by his 
singular capacity to inspire mediocre men to su- 
perior attainment. He has a couple of impressive- 
ly powerful weapons with which to work. One is 
the full force of the U.S., which Europeans know 
Eisenhower effectively represents and commands; 
another is the yearning of all Europeans—a yearn- 
ing that becomes ever keener as they slowly pull 
themselves from the quicksand of fearful fatalism 
—to gain protection against another world catas- 
trophe. But this American general's not-at-all- 
secret weapon that can be most effective is simply 
his vast store of plain, hard, unvarnished Ameri- 
can confidence. That is the best therapy possible 
for Europe today. 
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Checkmate ! 


Battle by bitter battle our combat soldiers checkmate a strong, 
fanatical enemy. Once again the American fighting man is leaving 
his mark on the history books of the world—the mark of a man. 
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
